were employed in the

Militarism; Ask Debt Paid 


And Rhine Troop^ Recalled 


Rep. Reavis and Britten 


Assail Large Army 


of France 


WASHINGTON — Two resolu- 


tion* which are not likely to »roui« 
much enthusiasm in France 
hav« 


been introduced in the lower house. 
Franco's determination to main- 


tain her large urmy and build a 
huge fleet of submarines caused th« 
introduction by Kep. Reavis, Neb., 
of a resolution looking to collection 
of her indebtcdnew to the U. S. 


"The U. 8. ieeli very ««*t sym- 


pathy for the dittress of Europe," 
Mr. Koavi* tald. "I do not doubt 
congr«s»'Vill ba willing to fund the 
European debt as suggested by the 
administration if the necessity for 
it is apparent. But with France as- 
serting the intention of vastly- in- 
creasing the most barbarous 
and 


inhuman 
implement of war, 
the 


submarine, I think it is time to 
wipe the tears o* sympathy from 
our eyes and try to see with clearer 
vision what the present situation 
portends. 
"France haa today an array lar- 


ger than had Germany at any time 
before the war. Her portion with 
reference to naval increases com- 
prehends the expenditure of hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars. Sure- 
ly no nation in the financial dis- 
tress in which France is alleged to 
be would be contemplating such a 
program." 


Second Resolution 


The second resolution aimed at 


France was introduced by Hep. 
Fred A. Britten of Chicago. It re- 
quests the president to lay before 
the armament conference a propo- 
sal to withdraw all allied troops 
from the Rhineland as a means of 
aiding Germany to pay her reparo* 
tions. 


He stated 
that approximately 


134,000 allied troops 
are being 


maintained on the Rhine at an an- 
nual expense of $125,000,000 to Ger- 
many. 


"The World war has destroyed 


Prussian militarism and has set up 
in its place a less efficient but much 
more expansive French 
military 


machine, which hopes to dominate 
Europe," said Britten.

white men and 
13,000

brown men in the Rhine'and at the 
expense of a crushed, humiliated, 
unarmed, financially insolvent na- 
tion.

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Paving the streets between the rails of the street railway tracks at the expense of the Railway Company 


is a relic of the horse car days when the horses wore out the pavement T he practice was continued in the early 
days of electric traction because at that time there were no permanent pavements and the expense of macadam 
was comparatively small. In 1905 when the first permanent pavement was laid around the capital square the 
question arose as to what the City and the Railway Company should do about the cost of paving the railway 
zone. A compromise was made. The next permanent paving was on University Avenue in 1910 since which 
time this paving matter has been in dispute between the City and the Railway Company.

The Madison Railway Company like other utilities is regulated by the Railroad Commission and operates 


its cars on the streets of Madison under an INDETERMINATE PERMIT grafted by the state. This INDE- 
TERMINATE PERMIT supersedes and cancels the old FRANCHISE. The only right or power the City now has 
to impose the paving burden on the Railway Company is under its police power,—the control it has over the 
streets. 


In the meantime the cost of furnishing good transportation has increased in proportion to costs in other 


business and it has been necessary for the Itailrpad Commission to increase street car fares in order that the 
Railway Company couM continue to render service. Now it stands to reason that the more money the Railway 
Company is obliged to spend for paving the more revenue it must have. 


It does not seem reasonable to ask the street car riders to pay for paving the streets so that the automobile 


owner may have better streets to drive upon. But that is just what has been happening for several years. It 
has been happening because the street car riders have been indifferent to their own interests and have not in- 
sisted that the City place tjiis burden where it belongs. 


The Railway Company's acceptance of the City's proposal of the new schedule of fares is upon condition 


that the cost of original paving should be borne by the City as a whole out of the general tax fund. If the Rail- 
way Company is obliged to pave the streets, there can be no 5c fare because the average fare will have to be 
more than 7c instead of 6y2c. 


Under the present ordinance the maximum assessment for paving made against the abutting property is 


$7.00 per ffont foot dh no street which is as wide as those upon which there are street car tracks will this 
maximum assesment pave the entire street As a result on many of the streets now being improved the City as 
a whole bears the cost of paving the center portion of the street Why should this rule not also be applied to 
the streets on which there is a car line and thus relieve ttjejstreei car rider from this burden. 


The Railway Company is not asking to be relieved entirely from cost of paving. It will still pay the cost 


of grading and other extra cost of paving due to the presence of the railway tracks in the street The City 
Engineer estimates that by reason'of this the Railway Company will still have to pay at least one-half the cost 
of paving in the railway zone. 


The Railway Company has also agreed to double track and pave Johnson Street from Butler to Blount and 


University Avenue from Charter to Breese Terrace. The Railway Comp any offers to assume these burdens 
only because the officers know that, unless the City and Company compromise and settle their differences poor 
service and poorly paved streets will result. The Railway Company is today rendering a maximum of service. 
If it had more cars it could not run them on its present tracks and it has no funds with which to buy cars or 
build tracks.

ter. 
John Silgmann, Milwaukee 


diver, fastened a chain to the front 
axel of the car this morning. A 
two-inch rope was fastened to the 
end of the chain and swung up 
over the end of the barge. The 
derrick on the barge will raise the 
car from the mud. 


A strong cable will bo fastened 


to the end of the barge and run to 
a- double block and tackle on shore. 
About 25 or 30 men could easily 
pull the weight of the barpe and 
car in this manner, it was said. 


No attempt will be made to find 


the body of Martin until the car is 
out of the water and the barge 
available.

beef from the shoulder, and wipe 
with a damp cloth. Have the kettle 
hot and put in, one-quarter pound 
of suet and rend.out the fat. Re- 
move the scraps, add an .onion slic- 
ed and cook a light .brown.. 
Take 


the onion from the kettl e and put 
in the meat; sear on one side and 
then on the other until well -seared 
and brown. Turn once more and 
put the onions on the meat, adding 
one-half cut of boiling water at the 
side of the kettle.' Cover and sim- 


mer slowly one hour. Season -with 
salt and pepper and a bay leaf and 
a few cloves 'if liked, or one-half 
teaspoon, cinnamon and three ta- 
blespoons of vinegar, 
to make-a 


spiced pot roast. Continue to cook 
until done, an hour and a half or 
two hours more. The secret of a. 
potroast is more in the cooking 
than, in the meat, being sure not to 
let it boil at any time. Have suffi- 
cient liquid in the kettle for gravy 
which may be 
thickened with a 


tablespoonful of flour after 
the 


meat is semoved to,the' platter. 
Potatoes may be cooked*-\vith the

cratic government has been.established, 
have jealously guarded their right of 
franchise:^' They have resented any in- 
vasion' of their right to choose their rep- 
resentatives through the setting up of 
any extra-legal bodies or through organ- 
izations that seek to subvert the regular 
processes which the people have estab- 
lished by law. 


The action of the bar smacks too much 


of a judicial oligarchy. The bar, in effect, 
says: "These are the names which we 
certify. You, the people of Dane county, 
must elect your judges from these 
name?." 


That is setting up a judicial oligarchy 


to take the place of democracy. It also 
tomes very near to that thing which law- 
yets: as a class, seem to abhor so en- 
thxrs"ia,3tieally,—' 'class government."

It is refreshing to note, however, that 


the Dane county bar itself is not staunch- 
ly for the bar primary. In the vote on 
the question of conducting a bar pri- 
mary, about fifty per cent of the attor-

call the vote, 35 members of the bar were 
in favor of the move and 33 opposed. 


The question then resolves itself in an 


attempt on the part of one half of the 
lawyers of Dane county to formulate a 
plan -by which certain candidates for 
judges can be placed before the voters 
of this district. *

Mr. Warner has taken the proper stand 


in' deciding to have t'he people of Dane 
county,/rather than bhe members of the 
bar, determine the name of the man who 
shall be the new junior judge. It is but 
natural for Mr. .Warner to do that. For 
years Mr. Warner has been numbered 
among the progressives of the state who 
have always resented any intrusion on 
the right of the people to settle their own 
problems. And it is encouraging to note 
that a large proportion of the member- 
ship of the bar recognize that fact.
